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School is a search; it is expression 


SCHOOL IS LIFE 


School is an atmosphere in which we are exposed to the minimum of truth and knowledge considered necessary for establishing 
an acceptable position in society, and its ultimate aim is that it will guide us in establishing an acceptable position for ourselves 
in the universe as a whole. This position is realized by few during a lifetime, and no mind ever reaches the point where it no 
longer needs to improve its position in the universe through logic and rational thought. 

School is that period when a student identifies his individual talents and finds out how he may improve them and use them 
for the benefit of mankind. Any given situation may bring forth from the student some characteristic or talent which can 
change his life noticeably, as well as the lives and minds of his associates. 

In school we are exposed to the characters and personalities of hundreds of other people. In this process we learn to search out 
individual characteristics in one another which may be of value in uniting all mankind into one harmoniously functioning group 
whose purpose will be to know God, truth, and man’s relationship to God and truth in the infinite universe of which the earth is 
but a minute part. Truth gained through these relationships is the ground for improvement during a lifetime, since from the be- 
ginning of life to the end, one mind may always be privileged to perceive weaknesses in itself through the strengths of other minds. 

School contains those influences which first make it possible for the individual mind to express itself and the ideals for which 
it stands in a rational, unified, and coherent way to other minds, and school enables each person to realize which one of the four 
forms of expression—written, oral, emotional, or athletic—will be his chief instrument in making his contribution to the pro- 
gress of mankind during his short lifetime. The learning process and emotional, athletic, and written expression associated with 
school do not end when we leave the building called a school; they are just beginning. After the sixteen-year preparation called 
school, we bear the fruit of our preparation, whether it materializes as good or bad in the sight of others. 

God gives each of us two gifts, a mind and a body. School is an activity in which the mind expresses itself through the use of 
the body. Athletics, one form of expression, is a visible indication of the discipline which the mind exercises over the body 
subject to it. 

Athletics shows characteristics of the mind such as willingness to sacrifice for some farseen reward,’ dedication, desire to develop 
the body so that it will be able to function in harmony with the mind in exploring the scientific and spiritual truths of environ- 
ment, and truthfulness and honesty to itself as it stands by causes and ideals which it recognizes as worthy. Athletics, in this 
sense, is ever-present in the lives of all people. Every time the mind is confronted with a problem or task, and it resolves to over- 


come the problem or to perform the task, it is participating in athletics. The wrestling with a problem is athletic, because the mind’ 


which is grappling with the situation is expressing its character and traits to other minds by its handling of the problem. Athletics 
in life—expression by implication and example—never ends. 

A primary purpose of school is to arouse the spark of creativity in each individual. If the spark is aroused, the life will 
probably be rewarding because of that mind’s taking the minimum of truth to which it is exposed early in its existence, be- 
coming enthusiastic about its possibilities, and through logic and thought, expressing itself fully to other minds—at the same 
time that it is perceiving values in other minds and the truths of God’s world. Such a mind gains pleasure in life through knowl- 
edge and understanding, and its whole existence is a quest for simplicity and truth. The truth that it finds will be left for man- 
kind in one of the four types of expression. On the other hand, if the spark of creativity is never aroused, then school becomes 
a chore and a job, and Ife an uncomfortable and unrewarding task. 

School is not a twelve, sixteen, or twenty-year proposition; it is life itself, and the student is a living person at some point in 
the journey of life. The learning process starts when life begins and it ends when life ends. It cannot be turned on or off, be- 


cause the mind is free for learning as long as life is in it. From the time that it is born to the time that it dies, the mind is 
constantly reacting to the five senses, which compose the body, in order to reveal truth in its environment.
